New York, Sept. I.— It is report­ 
ed here that Charles M. Schwab and 
his associates have closed an option 
on 36,000 acres of iron ore fields 
near Hughes Springs,

and Upshur counties. 
It is also said that oil the promis­ 
ed development of these ore lands 
about 2,000 acres of mineral land in 
Cherokee, Rusk and Harrison Coun­ 
ties will be taken over bv another 
syndicate, composed largely of Texas 
capital, but iii which some of the in­ 
dependent steel concerns will have an 
interest.

An increase of 25 per cent. 
of yield of paddy has already been 
produced from only the second selec­ 
tions from individual plants. 
The ad­ 
vantage of this use of pedigree stock 
of seed derived from a single parent 
is greater uniform ity in the size o 
grain, the yield, and the tim e of rip 
ening. 
The substitution of such pedi­ 
gree stock will tend tc decrease the 
very large milling losses which have 
been characteristic of the Hawaiian 
rice 
industry. 
The 
ordinary 
H a­ 
waiian rice, while largely of the gold 
seed type, is really a m ixture of a 
groat m any different types, so that to 
get the best results 
in 
harvesting 
some of tile rice will be so ripe that 
the grain shatters, while a portion of 
the plants in the field have perhaps 
barely attained a sufficient degree of 
ripeness to w arrant their being cut. 
The losses in milling are due to the 
varying sizes and types of grain and 
their varying stages of m aturity. 
The 
miller sets his burrs to accommodate 
the average size of grain in the run, 
so that grains which are too large arc 
broken and those which are sm aller 
than the average are 
insufficiently 
milled, causing bad color in the prod­ 
uct. 
The uniform ity of grain will 
un­ 
doubtedly prove of 
greater 
im por­ 
tance than any other single factor in 
the production of this crop. 
This un­ 
iformity can be produced only by the 
production of pedigree stock; that is, 
stock derived originally from a single 
parent plant. 
T hree varieties of dry land rice have 
been selected from the original va­ 
riety collection. 
An interesting point 
about these dry-land rices is that they 
produce a b etter crop w ithout irriga­ 
tion than with it. 
The value of dry 
land rice is going to be not so much 
the 
production 
of 
grain, 
because 
dry land rices tend toward the starchy 
type of grain rath er than the flinty, 
but the production of 
forage. 
The 
culm and leafage of the dry land types 
of rices are soft and pliable, lacking 
the silica that causes the harshness 
of irrigated sorts. 
These strains pro­ 
duce a quality of hay which is greedily 
eaten by horses and cattle. 
The pres­ 
ent outlook is th at dry-land rices will 
All a very im portant need in Hawaii 
in the production of hay and forage. 
Fertilizer experim ents have 
been 
conducted for two crops in pot, plat, 
and field experim ents. 
W hile it is 
perhaps too early to draw conclusions, 
the indications are that an increase of 
from 15 to 20 per cent, of grain per 
acre can be induced by use of com­ 
mercial fertilizers of suitable composi­ 
tion. 
Early in the year orders w ere placed 
for a num ber of types of agricultural 
m achinery not hitherto used in the 
rice industry in Hawaii. 
These in­ 
cluded disk tillage im plements and 
the twine binder. 
Disk 
tillage 
is 
promising, provided m achinery can be 
secured which will give a penetration 
of from six to eight inches. 
The type 
of cut-away, or disk plows and disk 
harrows, which the station has se­ 
cured, would only penetrate 
about 
four inches, although the m anufactur­ 
ers claimed a much greater penetra­ 
tion. 
It was found that 4.5 acres of 
rice land could be plowed per day 
with a five-foot cut-away bog plow 
and four horses, as against from one 
to one and a half acres with two w a­ 
ter buffalo, or from three 
to 
four 
horses on a ten-inch mold-board plow 
turning the soil to a depth of about 
six inches. 
This is the only advan­ 
tage which this form of im plement 
has over the 
improved 
types. 
If 
m am ifaceures 
of 
disk 
im plements 
will evolve a type of bog plow that 
will turn the ground from six to eight 
inches in depth, there is no doubt that 
they would be immediately adopted 
by .the Chinese rice growers. 
A num ber of trials were m ade In 
the harvesting of rice with a five-foot 
twine binder harvester, and it is be­ 
lieved th a t the Chinese rice growers 
would adopt- this type of m achinery 
if they could secure.a lighter machine.

An investigation of the problems of 
the rice industry in Hawaii was begun 
July I, 1901), funds for the purpose 
of a co-operative experim ent having 
been provided by the Bernice Pauahi 
Bishop estated (lim ited), and the Ii 
estate (lim ited). 
The trustees of the 
Bishop estate 
(limited), and the Ii 
work, and the Ii estate contributed 
the lease of 3.2 acres of rice land, 
located at the junction of King street 
and K alakaua avenue, in the city of 
Honolulu. 
Mr. F. G. Krauss, who had 
been agricultural instructor at the 
K am eham eha boys’ school for the pre­ 
ceding five years, was appointed an 
agricultural expert in this office 
to 
'have charge of the work. 
Operations 
w ere commenced about August I, 1906, 
and consisted of variety tests of 130 
different rices obtained in the islands 
through the B ureau of Plant Industry, 
United Sattes D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture, and through the bureau of agri­ 
culture, Manila, P. I. In addition care­ 
ful selections had 
previously 
been 
m ade from individual plants, rep re­ 
senting some of the best strains of 
rices now being grown in Hawaii. 
Two crops of rice have been grown 
during the period from August I, 190G, 
t© August 31, 1907. 
The results of the variety test have 
been th a t one variety, seed of which 
w as originally obtained by Dr. S. A. 
K napp in Egypt, has proved to be 
b etter than any rice ever grown in 
these islands. 
This Egyptian strain 
has a Very large; flinty grain, heavy 
panicle, heavy straw , good leafage, 
and Is of the type demanded by the 
largest consuming trade iii these is­ 
lands. 
Its milling qualities are very 
much superior to those of any other 
variety which has been produced in 
the islands, the hulls approxim ating 
only 20 per cent, of the total weight 
of paddy, as com pared with from 20 
to 30 per cent, for the best Japanese 
types, and 28 to 30 per cent, for the 
ordinary Hawaiian variety. 
In addi­ 
tion to this Egyptian type three other 
strains have shown m arked superi­ 
ority to the ordinary Hawaiian-grown 
rices. 
These are in order of m erit, a 
Philippine variety, a strain of the 
gold seed from Georgia, and a Jap a n ­ 
ese type, seed of which was secured 
direct from Japan. 


This Japanese variety produces a 
crop in three-fourths the tim e required 
for the m aturity of the Hawaiian va­ 
riety, provided it is transplanted from 
the seed bed at the proper time. 
It is 
of the Kiushu type, yields as heavily 
as the Hawaiian variety, mills from 
ten to 12 per cent, better, produces 
only about two-thirds the am ount of 
straw , and is therefore less exhaustive 
on the rice lands. 
It is the type of 
rice now m ost largely consumed in 
Hawaii by the Japanese laborers on 
th e plantations. 
A further advantage 
of the adoption of this variety will be 
th a t two crops can be growm each 
year, with a long rest between, crops 
to perm it the drainage of the fields 
and their better tillage and prepara­ 
tion. 
The station now has 50 pounds 
•of this seed on hand, and will probably 
have 1,000 pounds a t the end of the 
next crop-. 
The field was thoroughly 
rogued and the strain is being propa 
gated from the best individual plants 
of the whole field, thus laying the 
foundation for the production of pedi­ 
gree rice. 


The so-called H aw aiian ri(^> is de- 
^ 
rived from original gold seed, South 
* 
Carolina stock, the first rice cultivated 
In Hawaii having been thus obtained. 
T he Georgia variety, mentioned above;' 
is hardly to be distinguished from’ H a­ 
waiian rice. ' A num ber of selections 
have been made of individual plants 
showing the best individual character­ 
istics in yield of grain, form of pan­ 
icle, stalk, and leafage, and vigor of 
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It seems an easy matter for the Ft.

Survivors Arc Being Fed By Author* 
ties— Hundreds of Bodies Have 
Been Recovered. 


Monterey, 
Mexico, 
Aug. 31.—The 
Santa Catarina River has subsided suf­ 
ficiently to permit a passage into the 
district lying to the south, and a visit 
to that section by a correspondent of 
the Associated Press revealed a ter­ 
rible condition of affairs. 
People who 
had been saved from the flood of Sat­ 
urday morning had been without food 
until Monday, when on some cables 
a small amount of bread and beans 
was gotten across. The river was still 
running swiftly and in order to get 
across it 
was 
necessary 
to 
wade 
through half a mile of water so as to 
avoid the strong current, which would 
sweep a man from his feet. 
Once on the south side of the river 
evidences of the terrible destruction 
wrought by the flood were to be seen 
on every hand. Five blocks of th dis­ 
trict were as though they had never 
existed and in the remaining portion of 
the district bodies were being taken 
from the ruins and buried by a party 
of gendarmes which had been sent 
across for the purpose. 
At 4 o’clock 400 bodies had been re­ 
covered and were buried on the hill­ 
side south of San Luisito, thus making 
in all 800 bodies which have been re­ 
covered in Monterey alone. 
Reports from the country up and 
down the valley of the Santa Catarina 
are meager and hard to obtain, as all 
telegraph communication 
has 
been 
cut off in these directions, but from 
what has been learned the number 
of dead baas been placed at 2,000 by 
the city authorities. 
Monterey, Mexico, Aug. 30.—At noon 
Sunday it stopped raining for the first 
time since last Thursday 
afternoon, 
and some idea of the horrors of the 
flood Friday night and Saturday could 
be obtained. 
Monterey, Mexico, Aug.

hundred drowned, 15,000 homeless and 
properly damage to the extent of $12,- 
000,000 is the result of a flood which

o’clock Saturday morning. 
For seven­ 
ty-two hours it has rained in this sec­ 
tion of the country and the Santa 
Catalina River rose gradually all day 
Friday, the crest of the flood reach­ 
ing here early Saturday mornining. 
The scene is one of the utmost hor­ 
ror, four w hole city blocks on the south 
side having completely disappeared 
and the place looks as though nothing 
had ever been built there. 
The water 
reached the electric light plant Friday 
night and Hie complete darkness which 
reigned added to the 
terror 
of the 
scene. 
Fries of the drowning people were 
heard and the onlookers were power­ 
less to aid. 
When daylight came the 
scene was iudiscribable. 
All through 
the flooded district groups of from ten 
to eighty people could be seen hud­ 
dled on the tops of two-story build­ 
ings, entirely surrounded by tumbling, 
seething masses of water. One by one 
these houses disappeared with their 
human freight. 
Nothing could live in 
the wild current of 
Santa 
Catarina 
River, which was rushing downat the 
rate of twenty miles an hour. 
The great steel plant suffered a loss 
of nearly a million dollars in the flood 
and the smelter of the Mexican Lead 
Company is cut off from the city and 
suhmurged. 
It is estimated that the 
loss at this plant will be over three 
million dollars. 
It was at first thought that there 
would be no lives lost in this flood, but 
tho water rose to a height never be­ 
fore reached in this city. 
All during 
the early morning the whaler remained 
stationary and did not commence to 
fall until about noon Saturday, w?hen 
a drop of four feet began. 
By four 
o’clock this afternoon the river was 
back in its banks, only to go out of 
them again at six o’clock on account 
of the continued downpour of rain. 
It was at first reported that 800 lives 
were lost in the disaster, but Sunday 
shows the the number of dead will 
reach 1,200, and perhaps more.

How to Cook Chicken ana m acaro r... 
Cover a jointed fowl with boiling 
water and boil for five minutes. Then 
cock until tender with the water just 
below the boiling point. 
Fry a table­ 
spoonful of bits of sait pork, sprinkle 
the pieces of fowl with a half tea­ 
spoonful of salt, dust with a table­ 
spoonful of flour and brown in the hot 
fat. 
Arrange the pieces in the center 
of a fireproof platter. 
Put around it 
one-fourth of a pound of macaroni 
which has been broken into half inch 
pieces and cooked tender in salted wa­ 
ter with an onion and part of a car­ 
rot. 
Four over a sauce made of one- 
fcurth of a cupful each of flour and 
butter cooked together and one pint of 
chicken liquor. 
Sift over with cheese 
and set in oven long enough to melt 
cheese.

How to Dry Clean a Waist.
